Rubens  and  His  Age:  Masterpieces  from  the  Hermitage  Museum  is  the  first  exhibition 
presented  at  the  Guggenheim  Hermitage  Museum  to  showcase  masterpieces  solely 
from  the  magnificient  holdings  of  the  State  Hermitage  Museum,  St.  Petersburg. 
I  am  especially  pleased  that  the  international  alliance  forged  between  the  Solomon  R. 
Guggenheim  Foundation  and  the  State  Hermitage  Museum  in  2000  has  led  to 
unprecedented  collaborations  between  our  institutions,  resulting,  thus  far,  in  a  series 
of  eight  rewarding  exhibitions  at  the  Guggenheim  Hermitage  Museum. 

Rubens  and  His  Age  brings  to  life  an  extraordinary  period  in  the  history  of  art  and 
culture,  that  of  seventeenth-century  Flanders.  Most  significantly,  the  exhibition 
showcases  one  of  the  Hermitage  Museum's  greatest  collecting  strengths:  Flemish 
baroque  art.  Featuring  a  choice  selection  culled  from  the  traveling  exhibition  shown 
first  at  the  Art  Gallery  of  Ontario  and  the  Guggenheim  Museum  Bilbao  in  2002, 
the  paintings  and  decorative  objects  on  display  evoke  four  principal  trends  in 
seventeenth-century  artistic  production — Allegory  and  Mythology,  Religion,  Genre 
and  Landscape,  and  Portraits — as  represented  by  artist  extraordinaire  Peter  Paul 
Rubens  and  his  pupils  Jacob  Jordaens,  Frans  Snyders,  and  Anthony  van  Dyck. 

We  invite  you  to  enjoy  Rubens  and  His  Age,  an  exhibition  that  celebrates  the  splendor 
and  virtuosity  of  Flemish  baroque  art.
